Late News from the Front.. 


Cuvstur, June 8. 


A convoy from Gysutse -arrived, ot |. 


Khusgma to-day and reporta tne road clear 
of Tibetans, As a result of the fight at 
Palla on tho 26th from Gyautse it is ro- 
ported on the 27th that a force of Tibetans 
wag observed retiring tovarda Shigatse. 

A 
tkirmish fallowod in which tho Tibetans 
lost eight killed, Our loss was nil.
